Hazel Cameron, 
Esteemed Former 
Teacher, Passes 

Vulcan and district was saddened 
to hear of the death on November 
16, of one of its most highly es¬ 
teemed citizens, Miss Hazel B. 
Cameron, at Sault Ste. Marie, Ont. 

"Cam”, as she was affectionately 
known to friends and acquaint¬ 
ances, first came west in 1918. She 
taught at Garden Prairie School 
for two years, when she returned 
east. 1922 saw her return to 
Barons, and from there she came 
to Vulcan, remaining until her re¬ 
tirement in 1962. 

During her lengthy and valuable 
tenure in these schools, Miss 
Cameron instilled in her pupils the 
basic tenets which she held to be 
of prime importance and by which 
she herself had patterned her life. 
She felt that love for one’s 
country, together with a love tor 
learning, was man’s greatest virtue. 
Work was a challenge to her, and 
she inspired even the mediocre to 
great achievement with her favo¬ 
rite saying, “There is no royal 
road to learning". 

A lady of culture and talent, 
Miss Cameron led and trained the 
choir and taught the Sunday 
School in St. AJ8helm’s Anglican 
Church, of which she had been a 
tireless worker and devoted mem¬ 
ber during her years in Vulcan. 
She also was a member of the 
Vulcan Choral Group, bringing to 
this society the support of her fine 
contralto voice and her excellent 
knowledge and training in music. 
Prior to the formation of the 
Choral Group, Miss Cameron pre¬ 
pared choruses for festivals and 
competitions. The shields in pos¬ 
session of the Elementary School 
attest to her achievement in this 
field. 

At the conclusion of thirty years 
o? teaching, l»v-ff'SR. Miss Cameron 
was accorded *re«i huAur toy liu 
citizens of this community when a 
testimonial evening was held in 
the High School auditorium. In 
recognition of her efforts on be¬ 
half of the people of the district, 
a purse was presented. During the 
program one pupil, on behalf of 
the class of which he was a mem¬ 
ber, gave Miss Cameron a flower 
and recalled some of the highlights 
of that term. The same year ’The 
Kernel”, the High School Yearbook, 
was dedicated to Miss Cameron. 

Prior to her departure from Vul¬ 
can in June, 1962, Miss Cameron 
was honored at a farewell party 
and presentation at which life-long 
friends from many points through¬ 
out the province bid farewell to 
her. At a ceremony held in Vulcan 
that same year, Miss Cameron was 
installed as an honorary life mem¬ 
ber of the Alberta Teachers’ As¬ 
sociation. 

During her long illness, the 
letters and messages which she re¬ 
ceived from former pupils and 
friends cheered and comforted her. 
Her wish was to return home to 
the west to be near them. 

Immediate survivors include two 
sisters, Mrs. L. Atkinson, Leth¬ 
bridge and Mrs. R. Walker. Sault 
Ste. Marie; and one brother Ross, 
Sault Ste. Marie. Funeral services 
were held at St. Luke’s Cathedral, 
with The Very Reverend F. Nock, 
Dean of the Cathedral, officiating 
and interment was in the Green 
Wood Cemetery at Sault Ste. 
Marie, Monday, November 18, 1963. 


Ensign Farmer Wins Reserve World 
Championship in Flax; 3rd in Wheat 


Harold Hansen of the Ensign 
district, a few miles north-west 
of Vulcan, has had excellent suc¬ 
cess with his flax and wheat en¬ 
tries in the Royal Winter Fair at 
Toronto. 

Mr. Hansen's entry of Raja Flax 
won the Reserve World Champion¬ 
ship and his entry of Chinook 
Wheat won third prize in the 
world championship competition 
for hard red spring wheat. Favor¬ 
able publicity for the Ensign- 
Vulcan area has resulted from the 
gaining of these honors at the 
top-rated Royal Winter Fair. This 
was the first year Mr. Hansen had 
entered any grain exhibits at 
Toronto. 

The flax was selected from a 
60-acre field of Raja that yielded 
31 bushels to the acre. Mr. Han¬ 
sen said that he kept examining 
the sample coming out of the 
combine into the grain hopper and 
when the combine came to a spot 
in the field that looked particu¬ 
larly good that particular flax 
seed was bagged and the sample 


nels before the 15-pound sample 
was sent to Toronto. 

In selecting the sample of 
Chinook wheat, Mr. Hansen 
gathered up about 30 small 
bundles from a good place in the 
swath and these were allowed to 
dry in a shed. They were then 
hand-threshed, screened and pick¬ 
ed over to get a good competition 
sample. 

Mr. Hansen gives full credit to 
his wife, Jeanette, for spending a 
lot of time at the painstaking job 
of picking over the samples to re¬ 
move inferior or damaged kernels. 
Hours and hours of work are In¬ 
volved in preparing such samples, 
he said, and he and his wife 
simply ran out of time when pre¬ 
paring the flax sample which he 
felt could have been improved by 
another "going-over.”

A good producing oil well, with 
an open flow of 55 barrels per 
hour of high gravity crude, has 
been brought into production at 
Milo by the British American Oil 
Company. 

The wildcat well, now known as 
B-H Milo 931, was drilled to a 
depth of 4,600 feet in the Glauco¬ 
nite zone. It is located on land 
owned by R. O. Bertrand adjoin¬ 
ing the village of Milo in Sec. 31- 
18-21-W.4th. Drilling was started 
on Oct. 16, and the well blew in 
on h(ov. 6, the gas flow being suf¬ 
ficient to make is unnecessary to 
pump the well. 

The well is now on controlled 
production and the oil is being 
trucked to the refinery at Cal¬ 
gary. ' Allowable rate of produc¬ 
tion will be set by the Oil Con¬ 
servation Board.

FARM MANAGEMENT — 
ANOTHER FARM TOOL 

Farm Management is becoming 
a more important science as time 
goes on. However to some it is 
just so much ‘educated nonsense’. 

To increase income, is the goal 
of most farmers. This is what the 
Science of Farm Management at¬ 
tempts to do. With increasing 
costs and smaller net returns from 
products sold, a farmer must look 
to every avenue to increase in¬ 
come. 

During the last five years, 
farmers in the Red Deer, La- 
combe, Olds and Athabasca dis¬ 
tricts have taken an interest in 
studying their farm records, the 
purpose being to get a better pic¬ 
ture of their farming operations. 

Keeping accounts for income tax 
purposes is a necessity. To get a 
more complete story on ones fin¬ 
ancial picture, a few more records 
are necessary. 

Studies and discussions on farm 
enterprises have been carried out 
by farmers in this county. A group 
of men in the Arrowwood district 
were the first to make a study of 
their farms. Following analysis of 
their records was just the start. 
The weak spots were shown. This 
led to the next step of considering 
alternatives that would work for 
that individual. The individual is 
the only one who receives his own 
farm's analysis, and he is the only 
one who can decide what changes, 
if any, he will make. 

This past year 25 farmers from 
the County of Vulcan and five 
from the Strathmore area co¬ 
operated in a farm business analy¬ 
sis. 

Some interesting results from 
this past years survey show oper¬ 
ators labor earnings varied from 
a high of $16,600 to a low of 
minus $9,000. The average was 
$1,332 for the group: Returns to 
investment is another item of in¬ 
terest. The high per cent return 
was 18.1% and the low was minus 
11.1% on an average investment 
of $84,702. 

This group of farmers had their 
analysis completed by the Farm 
Economics Branch and Extension 
Branch. They have a meeting 
planned to discuss their record 
analysis. 

Dr. Purnell from the Farm 
Economics Branch will be in at¬ 
tendance to explain the analysis 
booklet. Dr. H. Clove, from the U. 
of A. Agricultural Economics Sec¬ 
tion, will speak to the group on 
"Risk and Uncertainty In' Cow, 
Calf and Feedlof Operations”. 

This meeting is open to any in¬ 
terested farmers, and will be held 
in the New Club Cafe banquet 
room, Vulcan at 12 noon on Thurs¬ 
day, Nov. 28. See you there.
